ANNIVERSARY LETTER FROM THE RECTOR 


Although twenty-five years represent a quarter of a century, to a 
busy man it seems not more than a short span. We look back now 
and wonder at the speed of time; how much we did and how much we 
did not do in those twenty-five years. 

Statistics make dry reading, but after all they are the indicators of the 
way the years were spent. We refer our friends to them and await their 
judgment, as to whether we spent the years profitably to the building 
of the Church of Jesus Christ in Southwark. Personally, we are keenly 
conscious of the many opportunities lost. We realize also the multitude 
of mistakes and misjudgments made, all of which we sadly regret and 
wish they could be remedied. Were it not for the human element, which 
always intrudes, we would have presented a more acceptable piece of 
work for your inspection. However, what is past is past. Let us start 
from this point determined not to repeat the mistakes we made and try 
to improve our future opportunities. 

Two great features of our twenty-five years of service stand out 
prominently in our consciousness. The first refers to the multitude 
of loyal friends we have made. The second is the thought of how 
many, many of these friends have touched our lives and then passed on to 
the larger life in Jesus Christ. As we write these words our heart is sad at 
the parting of one of our best friends. I refer to Mary. 

It seems a miracle that in the short time of twenty-five years the 
congregation of old St. John's should grow from a mere handful of 
seven souls to a parochial list of 1011 souls. Many more than these 
1000 communicants have been confirmed in St. John's Church, as the 
statistics will show. But, like other parishes, for many reasons the 
number of communicants fluctuate greatly. This is specially so of our 
downtown parishes. The causes are first, those who move to other 
parts of the city, especially to West Philadelphia and also to New 
Jersey. This means families, not individuals, leave the parish. Death 
also takes its toll of our communicants as our statistics show. Then, 
too, many who are confirmed fall away from the Faith and are no 
more, so far as their connections with the parish go. 

When we took up the work we had the barest skeleton of a church 
building and that was burdened with debt and sadly in need of repairs 
and improvements. One glance at the long list of things done during 
our administration will convince all that we have been building all this 
time a better and more lasting Temple in which to worship. Before the 
renovation of the interior of the church, it had the appearance of an 
oriental mosque; today it resembles a Christian Cathedral. 

In our memories we must not forget to mention the scores of friends, 
not communicants of the Parish, who gave generously of their means 
towards these improvements. If not for them the church could never 
have accomplished so many costly improvements. Though our official 
position is that of General Secretary of the Protestant Episcopal City Mis- 
sion, the two institutions were always separate in matters of finances. City 
Mission funds were never used to support the parish except in the legiti- 
mate way of aiding the poor of the parish, a peculiar work which the City 
Mission does for every other parish in the Diocese and in many cases, to a 
greater degree. That is the sort of work the City Mission was created for. 


CHURCH OF ST. JOHN THE EVANGELIST 
1854-1979 


In the spring of 1854 a gentleman and: 
two lady school teachers were moved by the 
Holy Spirit to establish a mission school 
in what was then considered a "rude and 
unlearned" section of the city. 

With assiduous devotion the two ladies 
—the "gentleman" gave up hope and with- 
drew his efforts earlier—maintained the 
mission school, gathering scholars day by 
day. Within a year the bishop sent the 
Rev. George Latimer, a deacon, to lead the 
worship of the budding parish. The Boone 
Street Episcopal Mission was then housed 
in an old school house in the vicinity of 
Reed & Howard Sts. On February 25, 1855, 
the first divine services were held with 
twenty adults and twenty children compri- 
sing the congregation. 

‚Опе autumn night in 1857, however, the 
school housed burned down. To quote our 
earliest chronicler, the Rev. Washington 
B. Erben, "They were brought low." 

Thanks to the kindness of the members 
of the Schiffler Hose Company at 2nd & 
Reed Streets, the Mission had a meeting 
place in the second floor of the firehouse. 

In 1859 the parish of St. John's held 
their first service in a newly-built ^ - 
chapel on the N.W. corner of 2nd & Reed. 
In 1860 the Church of St. John the Evange- 
list was entered into Convention. ` 

The parish continued to.grows; by 1865 
the vestry realized that a church that 
seated only 200 was too small, and new 
site was needed. 

On November 2, 1867, Bishop William 
Bacon Stevens laid the corner-stone of the 
present structure. 

The parish grew and flourished during 
the remainder of the 19th Century, Around 
1900 St, John's encountered sever finan- 
cial problems, incurring serious debts, 


as well as the loss of church attendance 
because of the demographic shift in this 
area, 

In 1912 St. John's was closed and pro- 
posed for sale. It remained closed for 
approximately two weeks. 

The Rev. Н. Cresson McHenry, then Sec- 
retary of City Missions (the present Epis- 
copal Community Services), sought the 
bishop's permission to re-open St. John's 
and. be named Missioner-in-Charge, Bishop 
Rhinelander, with reservatións, gave his 
approval. NU | 

Within two years St. John's was able to 

pay а11 back debts and salaries; moreover, 
church attendance increased remarkably. 
That growth continued for more than three 
decades under the rectorship of Dr. McHenry. 
Upon his resignation in 1946, the Rev. Vernon 
Matthews became rector of this parish. Father 
Matthews had been a member and vestryman of 
St. John's prior to his ordination.. 

In the years following the Chureh of St. 


. John the Evangelist continued to serve Christ 


and our community. Today we still serve with 
Joy and Thanksgiving to almighty God and His 
Son our Savior Jesus Christ. ~ 


Many times the question is asked, What of the future? Our answer 
is one of confidence. The future is bright. In a short time your 
Rector will have an announcement to make that will make the Parish 
and the Church realize that we are always working with an eye to the 
future. St. John's Parish shall always continue no matter what changes 
overtake the locality in which it is. God's work will go on almost auto- 
matically and surely with the blessing of God hovering over it. 

There are certain developments in our years of service, which seem 
to deserve special mention. We remember the financial aid we received 
from the Convocation of South Philadelphia. For a few years we 
were a mission on a stipend of $800.00. Soon we voluntarily resigned 
this aid and ever after added our quota of contributions to the Mis- 
sionary Work of the Church. Our Sunday School Lenten Offerings 
and contributions to the missionary objects of the Diocese reached the 
tidy sum of over $23,000, which represents a pretty fair return to the 
church for the few thousands it invested in St. John's Parish to carry 
it over the rough spots of its early struggle. 

We had handed down to us a legacy in the form of a mortgage 
of $3,333.33 (see list of repairs and improvements). This mortgage, 
with the two years unpaid interest, threatened the life of the parish 
until we stumbled upon our Cent-a-Day contribution plan for paying 
off the lapsed interest and the whole principal of the mortgage. Every 
cent of the debt was paid in three years; whereas our predecessors paid 
more than the face value of the mortgage in interest alone. 

Also there stands out the summer vacation work of the parish. The 
Summer Vacation School and the Shack-in-the-Pines Camp at Browns 
Mills. Literally thousands of boys and girls enjoyed the privileges and 
benefits of both the school and camp. This department of our work was 
financed almost wholly by friends of the rector and the parish. We must 
also mention the Child Clinic that has been ministering to the thousands 
of mothers and babies of all races, creeds and color, of our section. This 
Clinic has been in existence and active service for eighteen years. 

Of course we do not take personal credit for the remarkable history 
of events that have occurred during this quarter of a century. First, 
we give God the glory for His aid and wisdom. Then, too, we were 
surrounded by a big group of consecrated workers, some of whom have 
entered into real life with God. Among them are Mrs. Roberts, who first 
inspired us to pay off that mortgage; William Forster, Thomas Evans, 
Annie Morozzi, Adelia Carr, Hannah Read, Charles Little, Annie 
Beisser, Annie Cooper, Edward Woodruff, Emma Stryker, Mary Dean, 
Mary Dobbins and Anna Mullen. There are many others who worked 
with us and have fallen asleep, who we have not recalled as we are 
writing this part from memory. Though we do not remember now, they 
will never be forgotten for their good works. 

So, we press on from here. We have not yet reached the end of the 
road. The hardest work of reconstruction is behind us. Now begins 
the real development. 

May God continue to bless our united efforts in building strongly 
and enduringly a tower of faith for His children.
